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An Honorable Decision 
By King Leopold 


Belgium's storm over her proud king, who threw 
the country into turmoil by insisting 011 going home 
even though he knew that nearly half his subjects 
were violently against his return, appears to be 
subsiding. 
His opponents seem ready to accept his offer to 
turn over his powers to Prince Baudouin and abdicate 
when his son becomes 21. He set one condition—that 
the country must be unified by September 7, 1951, 
when Baudouin will reach his majority. 
There is irony in that reservation. Belgium has 
been divided for months because Leopold III demanded 
his rights. While the Social Christians stood loyally 
beside him, and eventually invited him to return, the 
Socialists, Liberals, and communists refused to be 
reconciled to him. 
His arrival at Brussels touched off strikes, riots, 
exploding bombs—and in one affray the gendarmerie 
killed three persons. For a time it looked as though 
there would be war between agricultural Flanders 
and industrial Wallonia. 
Leopold’s attitude and actions, in short, just about 
undid all the good a constitutional monarchy could be 
expected to do in a country like Belgium. Not that 
the monarchy was the issue, for the Belgians are 
generally satisfied with their government. But nearly 
half fche populace would not have Leopold back. 
RatheMthan that, many would have been willing to 
split B™ ium in two. 
Such an outcome to this quarrel would have 
meant tragedy to the Belgian people, who are a nation 
despite their past and present differences. And it 
might have been tragic for the world as well. Belgian 
territory for centuries has been the scene of great 
battles fought between conquerors and their intended 
victims. 
Germany overran the little country in World War 
I and again in World War II, aiming at France and 
England, and any new eastern aggressor seeking to 
dominate Europe would follow’ the same route. 
A 
Belgium divided would have offered an open invitation 
to attack. 
Now’ it appears that Leopold's ambition to vindi­ 
cate himself will do no irreparable harm—because he 
has accepted defeat. His decision, though he fought 
against it as long as he could, did him honor. Belgians 
are in his debt today. 


Newest Planet 
There are two ways of locating a chair in a dark 
room, find it by touch or bump into it. Astronomers 
trying to locate a planet whose existence they suspect 
cannot use either method. Instead they get the result 
by figuring the gravitational pulls of all the celestial 
bodies in the vicinity. It should be noted that to an 
astronomer “vicinity” means anywhere under a billion 
miles. 
This was how the scientists found the latest known 
planet, Pluto. The movements of Neptune, the outer­ 
most member of the solar system. wrere so erratic that 
only the pull of an unknown neighboring planet could 
explain them. This planet they located and called 
Pluto. 
Pluto is not so much of a planet as was once 
thought. Originally estimated to be as large as the 
earth, it has been demoted by new calculations, and 
is now believed to be only a little bigger than the moon. 
Just as Neptune's irregular movements betrayed 
the presence of Pluto, so Pluto’s suggest that it too 
may have an unknown planetary neighbor. 
This 
would be the tenth planet in the solar system. Dr. 
Gerard P. Kuiper of the University of Chicago Yerkes 
Observatory, who trimmed the accepted size of Pluto. 
Is now’ looking for the conjectured new planet. He 
has first to make sure that there has been no error 
in previous calculations. 
If he finds the suspected tenth planet, he is 
entitled to even more elation than springs from 
locating that chair in the darkened room. 


Stockpile Status 
Rep. Carl Vinson told his colleagues that this was 
no tirpe to sit around and discuss who pushed the ox 
in the ditch. The point is, he said, to get the ox out 
of the ditch. This might well apply to the precarious 
state of the stockpile of strategic materials. 
It is remembered that several congressmen got 
hot under the collar on several occasions since the 
war when the Munitions Board, which Is charged with 
procuring stockpiles of tin, rubber, critical ores, and 
the like, let drop hints that very little was being 
stockpiled. 
The board’s recent report on the status of stock­ 
piling would hardly be encouraging even were the 
U. S. back in the days of the “cold war.” Right now 
the report comes as a shocker. 
Despite assurances from the President and the 
Secretary of Defense that the all-around prepared­ 
ness picture was bright, stockpiles are less than 40 
per cent of a figure that was considered a safe 
minimum. Since this “safe minimum” is questionable 
in view of events in Asia and elsewhere, the picture 
may even be darker. 
The current stockpile, it is said, represents expen­ 
ditures of about one and one-half billion. Mr. Truman 
originally allowed $500,000,000 in the 1951 budget for 
this purpose. Now he has suggested another $600,000.- 
000. There is no doubt that an aroused Congress will 
vote that sum. 
This Is the only time and place that hoarding 
is condoned. 


Brevity 
A looming national crisis is cause for few snickers, 
but the one that hit most front pages several days 
ago was a natural. 
The reserve officer had telegraphed the Defense 
Department his intentions in phraseology that was 
the soul of brevity. “Willing, dependable, and expend­ 
able,” he wired. “Say when and where.” 
That Is a reminder of the famous and much quoted 
“Sighted sub, sank same” of the last war. There was 
also the story picked up from the Royal Navy in the 
Mediterranean. The commodore of a battered, tattered 
Malta convoy saw the tophamper of a warship loom 
over the horizon. Via blinker light he demanded: 
“Are you British? the answer came right back: “Very.” 
These little gems of communication have the 
virtue of cramming an immense amoiint of meaning 
into a few syllables. They catch the national attention 
and lose nothing in the retelling. Sharing them people 
draw closer together. And being united is a most 
valuable weapon.

A Neck Disorder 
Affecting The Arms 
M 


ANY aches and pai*Ls in the 
shoulder Can be traced to 
inherent 
weaknesses 
th at 
developed 
after 
man 
as­ 
sumed the upright position. 
When 
this occurred there was a shifting 
of the supportive structures, making 
the parts more vulnerable to strain. 
This may have something to do with 
the prevalence of bursitis. 
Crowded conditions in the neck 
also add to this complication. There 
are 
Innumerable 
blood 
vessels, 
nerves, tendons, glands, bones, and 
muscles in this small area and a 
slight swelling of one of these parts 
is likely to cause pressure on an ­ 
other. 
This has been responsible 
for the development of several ab­ 
normalities and syndromes in this 
region. 
For example, numbness, 
weakness, and pain develop in one or 
both arms when an extra rib in the 
neck begins to cause trouble. 
This 
is not a real rib. but a bony pro­ 
jection extending from the seventh 
vertebra: the symptoms are due to 
pressure upon one of the m ajor 
nerves or blood vessels leading to 
the arm. 
In the same vicinity is 
a small muscle (scalenus anticus) 
th at also is capable of producing 
similar symptoms when it enlarges. 
This muscle helps raise and lower 
the chest wall with each breath—a 
job th at would not be too difficult if 
we were walking about on all fours. 


Scalenus anticus and cervical rib 
syndromes are more prone to de­ 
velop in individuals between 20 and 
40 years of age. 
,Women are favor­ 
ed and the right side is affected 
more often than the left. 
In some 
instances there is pain in the arm 
and the muscles become weak and 
flabby. 
Others develop numbness, 
tingling, coldness or loss of sensa­ 
tion. 
The discomfort usually is 
worse in the afternoon, especially 
after a day’s work. 
Occasionally 
the distress Is more bizarre and so 
indefinite th at the physician has 
difficulty in obtaining a clear pic­ 
ture as to what is wrong. 
A chauffeur, for example, com­ 
plained of a peculiar feeling in his 
arms and hands every time he 
cleaned the top of the car. 
This 
did not happen when he worked 
on the hood, doors, or wheels. 
A 
stenographer 
developed 
weakness 
in the fourth and fifth fingers of 
the right hand whenever she typed. 
At first psychoneurosis was blamed 
because in addition she had m any 
emotional problems. 
A more thoro 
study and X -ray films traced the 
source of the trouble to pressure 
upon the nerves in the neck. 
• — • — • 
There are many tests and m an­ 
euvers to diagnose a cervical rib 
and scalenus anticus syndrome. Cor­ 
rection is possible with surgery but 
Is usually ^reserved for serious and 
bothersome cases. 
Sometimes the 
condition is alleviated by improving 
posture: others are helped by wear­ 
ing a sling, avoiding strain and 
fatigue, and obtaining adequate rest. 
A change in occupation cured the 
stenographer and when the chauf­ 
feur refrained from raising his arms 
above his head he no longer experi­ 
enced distress. 
On the other hand, 
when there is severe pain or a possi­ 
bility th at pressure may lead to 
perm anent damage of the arteries 
and nerves, it is folly to postpone 
surgery.

INSTON Churchill’s recent 
speech in the House of Com­ 
mons is curiously sad. It is 
bleak and rather bare, with 
few of the old flourishes. But it is 
full of the sort of facts which it 
sometimes 
seems 
th at 
duly 
a 
Churchill is capable of facing. 
Remorselessly, 
Churchill 
m ar­ 
shalls the facts of W estern weak­ 
ness in Europe, and Soviet strength: 
twelve divisions against 175; a few 
hundred tanks against more than 
40.000; 
19,000 modern a i r c r a f t 
against a fraction of th at number; 
reduced naval strength against a 
submarine fleet far more powerful 
than Hitler’s; and so on. Remorse­ 
lessly, Churchill draws the paral­ 
lel—“the preparations of Western 
Union 
to defend 
itself certainly 
stand on a far lower level than 
those of Sopth Korea. 
The substance of Churchill’s esti­ 
m ate of the present situation is th at 
“there is at present no effective de­ 
fense in W estern Europ° beyond 
the Channel,” and th at England it­ 
self is in greater danger than in 
the worst days of 1940. Churchill 
does not spell out the meaning of 
this situation to the United States. 
But its meaning is clear enough. 
For the first time this country 
faces the prospect, in case of a 
general war, of almost the whole 
world outside the W estern Hem­ 


isphere 
either 
actively 
united 
against us, or, like England, neu­ 
tralized and rendered powerless to 
help. This is an intolerable situa­ 
tion, for the United States as well 
as for Europe. The first question 
which must now be asked is how 
long this intolerable situation is 
likely to last. 
Now Facing Reality 
Although the problem of the de­ 
fense of the Atlantic community 
has in no essential way been af­ 
fected by the attack on Korea, it 
is a t least true th at since Korea all 
the sham plans for Atlantic d e -. 
fense 
have 
been 
hurriedly 
and 
rather 
shame-facedly 
discarded. 
New plans, based on the realities of 
the situation rather than comfort­ 
ing delusions, are now being de­ 
vised, while the Atlantic Commun­ 
ity is beginning to embark on a 
serious rearm am ent program.

Korean war, a profound effect has 
been produced upon the long-range 
military policy of the United States. 
Never again can America depend 
on th at narrow concept of a one- 
weapon strategy the failure of whj£h 
has brought the nation to its senses 
suddenly to learn th at American 
interests ran be as gravely Injured 
by a series of local attacks in dif­ 
ferent parts of the globe as by a 
blitz at a given point by the large- 
scale forces of an enemy. 
For one of the worst blunders in 
all American history has been com­ 
m itted. 
It 
Is 
a 
blunder 
inex­ 
cusable because it defied the plain 
lessons of history taught in even’ 
naval or m ilitary war college in 
every nation of the world for cen­ 
turies past. 
The tru th is th at a nation with 
global responsibilities, disregarding 
the simple fact th at three quarters 
o f . the earth ’s surface is covered 
with water, ignored the age-old doc­ 
trine which called for the stationing 
of naval and military forces at 
strategic 
locations 
outside 
conti­ 
nental United States. 
America’s 
offensive strength has always been 
her best defense. 
Insignificant Fleet 
Today Soviet Russia has acquired 
a vast coast line on the mainland 
of China and is reaching down with 
her land armies to Korea and is 
plainly threatening Japan, Okinawa 
and the Philippines. 
Against this 
the United States has an insigni­ 
ficant fleet in the Pacific Ocean. 
Its airpower from floating bases Is 
relatively small. I t’s firepower from 
battleships and heavy cruisers for 
shore bombardment is virtually non­ 
existent. 
It’s “hunter killer” de­ 
fense by planes from small carriers 
against submarines is tragically ab­ 
sent from im portant sea areas in 
our line of communications though 
the planes and the ships have been 
available for five years. 
History shows that seapower is 
basic to the transportation of men 
and supplies and for the effective 
use of landpower and airpower at 
the point of trouble. 
Whoever, therefore, scuttled the 
American Navy is responsible for 
today’s dPbacle having deprived the 
Navy of its status as a “fleet in 
being” recognized for centuries as 
a fundam ental principle of national 
strategy. Those responsible for this 
mistake in judgment should be re­ 
lieved of office—civilian or military. 
Whoever took 
away 
from 
the 
United States Army its own air­ 
plane units capable of operating 
always with ground troops—com­ 
pelling the army to relv instead on 
the interm ittent help of bombers or 
inadequate tactical units furnished 
bv a U. S. Air Force prim arily and 
rightly concerned w’ith long-range 
strategic bombing—should be re­ 
lieved of office whether civilian or 
m ilitarv. 
For to send a ground 


army into action today without If* 
own air artillery is like sending in­ 
fantry into action without ground 
artillery. 
Whoever fostered the idea that 
land armies of the United States 
could 
fight 
nowadays 
withou* 
armored divisions of tanks In *ui 
ficient numbers should be relieved 
of office—civilian or m ilitary. 
Whoever sold Congress the idea 
th at America would not need over­ 
seas bases—floating or fixed—with 
adequate 
forces m aintained con­ 
stantly in areas of potential trouble 
distant from our shores should be 
exposed to view now’. 
Politeness, personal friendships or 
sensitivity, partisanship, are crimi­ 
nal excuses if they stand in the 
way of punishm ent of the blunder­ 
ers. 
No other course will satisfy 
the m others of the men who are 
dying in Korea nor the mothers of 
the many more young men about 
to die as a consequence of the e 
mistakes. 
To Ignore Mistakes 
The Congress shows signs of pre­ 
paring a whitewash. A subcommit­ 
tee of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee has been hastily ap­ 
pointed with hand-picked parti ans 
and already it has been announced 
in effect th at past mistakes will be 
ignored. W hat a travesty on Cor- 
gressional 
government! 
Will 
the 
American people have to punish the 
Democratic party at the polls next 
autum n, deprive it of its major;*'/ 
status and accept Republican lead­ 
ership which has also been indif­ 
ferent if only now’ to register a pro­ 
test and get the President to clean 
house? He m ight do it by transfers 
and camouflaged changes in func­ 
tion but the end result should be 
to get some new military and civ­ 
ilian planners of strategy at the 
top. 
America today needs to fix on a 
new long-range policy commensur­ 
ate with her responsibilities in the 
United Nations. America n e e d s 
troops amounting to at least 3,000.- 
000 with plenty of tactical aviation 
of their own, a naval fleet close to 
what it had in 1945, an air force 
of 70 groups for strategic bombing, 
and a mobile force of U. S. M arines 
of at least 250.000 men to be sta­ 
tioned in various parts of the w’orld 
where it can be supported by sea­ 
power and airpower. 
These are the real costs of sur­ 
vival. These are the elements of a 
national strategs based on the les 
sons of history and experience. The 
price of peace is never inexpensive | 
and the price of survival always is| 
economic discomfort and sacrifice. 
The tragedies of ancient Greece and 
Rome, the tragedies of Italy a 
France and Germany and Japan 
modern times attest too plainly from 
a m ilitary and naval viewpoint to 
the disregard by their top com­ 
manders or civilian rulers of the 
significant lessons of strategy in 
world history.

The Error O f 
Complacency 
I 


rving C. Mondore. writing to the 
Syracuse Post-Standard on June 
21. says: 


“Personally. T am going to 
drink water—even if I hear th at 
Russians drink it; I am going to 
breathe air—even if the Russians 
breathe air; and I am going to be 
for peace—even if the Russians are 
for peace!” 
Four days later, the war was sta rt­ 
ed in Korea by Soviet Russia and 
our boys are being killed there now. 
Mr. Mondore is no great excep­ 
tion to the incorrect conclusions 
reached on historical subjects in 
this country during the past three 
decades. It Is thinking in generalities 
rather than frcm known and avail­ 
able data. 
It is perhaps the pro­ 
duct of quick and small doses, beau­ 
tifully illustrated, 
that keeps so 
many of our folks from going to 
source m aterial. This type of think­ 
ing, 
in the easy m anner, is not 
limited to small and busy people 
who have little time from their 
daily stints to give to great sub­ 
jects. It has been a characteristic of 
many of our leaders who seem to 
have dw’elt in a romantic atm os­ 
phere of hopelessness th at the worst 
could not happen 
and therefore 
would not. 


The reason for this is that 
we run too much to slogans, to 
short, crisp phrases that sound 
so 
wonderful 
and mean so 
little. 1rhe advertising agency 
is perhaps most responsible for 
this habit. “Your best friend 
won’t tell you” may help to sell 
what it is intended to sell, but 
it does not help understand why 
the Slavo-Mongolian world • is 
succeeding so far in its tremen­ 
dous impulse to destroy West­ 
ern Christian civilization. 
Peace is good and war is bad. 
On th at 
there can be 
universal 
agreement, except th at peace al­ 
ways needs to be defined. There 
is the peace, for instance, th at pass- 
eth all understanding and it goes 
by the name of death. It has never 
been true, since 1917, th at Soviet 
Russia has desired peace. In fact, 
peace campaigns instigated by So­ 
viet Russia over the years have been 
sloganized perversions of a w ar­ 
like character. For instance, the 
League against War and Fascism, 
an international arm of Soviet Rus­ 
sia, was an intervention in the af­ 
fairs of the United States, designed 
to weaken this country. In 1939, 
when the Hitler-Stalin Alliance was 
formed, this league became an in­ 
strum ent of Naz i propaganda in 
the guise of peace. Its strongest 
propaganda instrum ent, when World 
W ar II started, was the slogan: 


“The Yanks are not coming.” 


Peace movements need to be 
watched closely because they are 
often Trojan Horse operations 
designed to weaken the will of 
a people to resist conquest. In 
any war effort, the main ob­ 
jective of an aggressor is to 
destroy the will to resist of the 
country he intends to destroy. 
What better weapon 
can be 
used, in this age of quick and 
emphatic expression in news­ 
papers and radio, to achieve 
such an end than to start a 
widespread peace m o v e m e n t 
which in no manner affects him 
but does weaken his enemy? For 
instance, the present world-wide 
peace effort seeks to limit the 
military potential of the United 
States while it places upon So­ 
viet Russia no limitations. 


This Soviet Russia sought to ac­ 
complish with 
the 
petition, thd 
Stockholm Pledge, widely signed in 
this country by prom inent names 
This actually is nothing more thaq 
a public relations movement to cre­ 
ate and accelerate public opiniorj 
against the use of the atomic bomtj 
by the United States, even in self- 
defense. 
Many who signed that documenl 
thought th at they were appending 
their names in support of peace, 
have a letter from a young lady, 2( 
years old, a student at a collegel 
who writes me: 
. . I am terribly upset by yout 
statements, on last night’s broadcast! 
concerning the 
Stockholm Pledge! 
Very stupidly, but innocently, 
signed it, about a week ago. Then 
are many idealistic, young peopli 
exactly like me who are doing th( 
same thing. W hat can be done t( 
rectify my blunder, and to prevenj 
others from doing the same . 


Naturally, these young people 
want peace. When I was a stu 
dent at Columbia University—It 
seems 
centuries ago—I joined 
the Collegiate Anti-Militarism 
League. WTe wanted peace, too. 
Our country wanted peace. How 
much peace has there been since 
1914? Always a new enemy aris­ 
es, a new force that seeks tb 
build world empire by force. 


The aggressor 
camouflages hq 
intentions with whatever means an 
available to him. And the slogan ii 
a means which can do infinite dam- 
age because it leads astray. The us' 
of good words in a slogan may ancj 
oftqp does cover a multitude of bat 
acts. 
No one in the United Statej 
wanted a war in the summer of l$5(i 
—but we got one, and our enetny ls| 
a nation which is still conducting 
universal peace movement th at con­ 
tinues to fool Americans by its slo­ 
gans. 
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An Honorable Decision 
By King Leopold 


Belgium ’s storm over her proud king, who threw 
th e country into turmoil by insisting on going home 
even though he knew that nearly half his subjects 
were violently against his return, appears to be 
subsiding. 
His opponents seem ready to accept his offer to 
turn over his powers to Prince Baudouin and abdicate 
when his son becomes 21. He set one condition—that 
the country must be unified by September 7, 1951, 
when Baudouin will reach his m ajority. 
There is irony in that reservation. Belgium has 
been divided for m onths beeau.se Leopold III demanded 
his rights. W hile the Social Christians stood loyally 
beside him. and eventually invited him to return, the 
Socialists, Liberals, and com m unists refused to be 
reconciled to him. 
His arrival at Brussels touched off strikes, riots, 
exploding bombs—and in one affray the gendarmerie 
killed three persons. For a tim e it looked as though 
there would be war between agricultural Flanders 
and industrial W allonia. 
Leopold’s attitude and actions, in short, just about 
undid all the good a constitutional m onarchy could be 
expected to do in a country like Belgium. Not that 
the m onarchy was the issue, for the Belgians are 
generally satisfied with their governm ent. But nearly 
half Ih e populace would not have Leopold back. 
R a th A ttia n that, m any would have been willing to 
split B ngium in two. 
Such an outcome to this quarrel would have 
m eant tragedy to the Belgian people, who are a nation 
despite their past and present differences. 
And it 
m ight have been tragic for the world as well. Belgian 
territory for centuries has been the scene of great 
battles fought between conquerors and their intended 
victim s. 
Germany overran the little country in World War 
I and again in World War II. aim ing at France and 
England, and any new eastern aggressor seeking to 
dom inate Europe would follow the sam e route. 
A 
Belgium divided would have offered an open invitation 
to attack. 
Now it appears that Leopold's am bition to vindi­ 
cate him self will do no irreparable harm —because he 
has accepted defeat. His decision, though he fought 
against it as long as he could, did him honor. Belgians 
are in his debt today.

Newest Planet 


There are two ways of locating a chair in a dark 
room, find it by touch or bump into it. Astronomers 
trying to locate a planet whose existence they suspect 
cannot use either m ethod. Instead they get the result 
by figuring the gravitational pulls of all the celestial 
bodies in the vicinity. It should be noted that to an 
astronom er “vicinity” m eans anywhere under a billion 
miles. 
This was how the scientists found the latest known 
planet, Pluto. The m ovem ents of Neptune, the outer­ 
m ost member of the solar system , were so erratic that 
only the pull of an unknown neighboring planet could 
explain them . This planet they located and called 
Pluto. 
Pluto is not so m uch of a planet as was once 
thought. Originally estim ated to be as large as the 
earth, it has been demoted by new’ calculations, and 
Is now believed to be only a little bigger than the moon. 
Just as Neptune’s irregular m ovem ents betrayed 
the presence of Pluto, so Pluto’s suggest that it too 
may have an unknown planetary neighbor. 
This 
would be the tenth planet in the solar system . Dr. 
Gerard P. Kuiper of the University of Chicago Yerkes 
Observatory, who trimmed the accepted size of Pluto. 
Is now looking for the conjectured new planet. He 
has first to make sure that there has been no error 
In previous calculations. 
If he finds the suspected tenth planet, he is 
entitled to even more elation than springs from 
locating that chair in the darkened room. 


Stockpile Status 


Rep. Carl Vinson told his colleagues that this was 
no tirpe to sit around and discuss who pushed the ox 
in the ditch. The point is, he said, to get the ox out 
of the ditch. This m ight well apply to the precarious 
state of the stockpile of strategic materials. 
It is remembered that several congressm en got 
hot under the collar on several occasions since the 
war when the Munitions Board, which is charged with 
procuring stockpiles of tin, rubber, critical ores, and 
the like, let drop hints that very little was being 
stockpiled. 
The board’s recent report on the status of stock­ 
piling would hardly be encouraging even were the 
U. S. back in the days of the “cold war.” Right now 
the report comes as a shocker. 
Despite assurances from the President and the 
Secretary of Defense that the all-around prepared­ 
ness picture was bright, stockpiles are less than 40 
per cent of a figure that was considered a safe 
m inim um . Since this “safe m inim um ” is questionable 
in view of events in Asia and elsewhere, the picture 
may ever be darker. 
The current stockpile, it Is said, represents expen­ 
ditures of about one and one-half billion. Mr. Truman 
originally allowed $ 500,000,000 in the 1951 budget for 
this purpose. Now he has suggested another $600,000.- 
000. There is no doubt that an aroused Congress will 
vote that sum. 
This is the only time and place that hoarding 
Is condoned. 


Brevity 


A looming national crisis is cause for few snickers, 
but the one that hit m ost front pages several days 
ago was a natural. 
The reserve officer had telegraphed the Defense 
Departm ent his intentions in phraseology that was 
the soul of brevity. “W illing, dependable, and expend­ 
able,” he wired. “Say when and where.” 
That is a reminder of the fam ous and m uch quoted 
“Sighted sub, sank sam e” of the last war. There was 
also the story picked up from the Royal Navy in the 
M editerranean. The commodore of a battered, tattered 
M alta convoy saw the tophamper of a warship loom 
over the horizon. 
Via blinker light he demanded: 
“Are you British? the answer came right back: “Very.” 
These little gems of com m unication have the 
virtue of cramm ing an immense am ount of m eaning 
into a few syllables. They catch the national attention 
and lose nothing in the retelling. Sharing them people 
draw closer together. 
And being united is a most 
valuable weapon. 


ANY aches and palps in the 
.shoulder can be traced to

W hen 
this occurred there was a shifting 
of the supportive structures, making 
the parts more vulnerable to strain. 
This may have som ething to do with 
the prevalence of bursitis. 
Crowded conditions in the neck 
also add to this complication. There 
are 
innum erable 
blood 
vessels, 
nerves, tendons, glands, bones, and 
muscles in this small area and a 
slight swelling of one of these parts 
is likely to cause pressure on a n ­ 
other. 
This has been responsible 
for the development of several ab­ 
norm alities and syndromes In this 
region. 
For example, numbness, 
weakness, and pain develop in one or 
both arm s when an extra rib in the 
neck begins to cause trouble. 
This 
is not a real rib, but a bony pro­ 
jection extending from the seventh 
vertebra: the symptoms are due to 
pressure upon one of the m ajor 
nerves or blood vessels leading to 
the arm. 
In the same vicinity is 
a small muscle (scalenus anticus) 
th a t also is capable of producing 
sim ilar symptoms when it enlarges. 
This muscle helps raise and lower 
the chest wall with each breath—a 
job th a t would not be too difficult if 
we were walking about on all fours. 


Scalenus anticus and cervical rib 
syndromes are move prone to de­ 
velop in individuals between 20 and 
40 years of age. 
.Women are favor­ 
ed and the right side is affected 
more often than the left. 
In some 
instances there is pain in the arm 
and the muscles become weak and 
flabby. 
O thers develop numbness, 
tingling, coldness or loss of sensa­ 
tion. 
T he discomfort usually is 
worse in the afternoon, especially 
after a day’s work. 
Occasionally 
the distress is more bizarre and so 
indefinite th a t the physician has 
difficulty in obtaining a clear pic­ 
ture as to what is wrong. 
A chauffeur, for example, com­ 
plained of a peculiar feeling in his 
arm s and hands every tim e he 
cleaned the top of the car. 
This 
did not happen when he worked 
on the hood, doors, or wheels. 
A 
stenographer 
developed 
weakness 
in the fourth and fifth fingers of 
th e right hand whenever she typed. 
At first psychoneurosis was blamed 
because in addition she had m any 
emotional problems. 
A more thoro 
study and X -rav films traced the 
source of the trouble to pressure 
upon the nerves in the neck.

t 
There are many tests and m an­ 
euvers to diagnose a cervical rib 
and scalenus anticus syndrome. Cor­ 
rection is possible with surgery but 
is usually reserved for serious and 
bothersome cases. 
Sometimes the 
condition is alleviated by improving 
posture: others are helped by w ear­ 
ing a sling, avoiding strain and 
fatigue, and obtaining adequate rest. 
A change in occupation cured the 
stenographer and when the chauf­ 
feur refrained from raising his arms 
above his head he no longer experi­ 
enced distress. 
On the other hand, 
when there is severe pain or a possi­ 
bility th a t pressure may lead to 
perm anent dam age of the arteries 
and nerves, it is folly to postpone 
surgery.

Today Soviet Russia has acquired 
a vast coast line on the m ainland 
of China and is reaching down with 
her land armies to Korea and is 
plainly threatening Japan, Okinawa 
and the Philippines.

the U nited States has an insigni­ 
ficant fleet in the Pacific Ocean. 
Its airpower from floating bases is 
relatively small. If s firepower from 
battleships and heavy cruisers for 
shore bom bardm ent is virtually non­ 
existent. 
Ifs “hunter killer” de­ 
fense by planes from small carriers 
against subm arines is tragically ab­ 
sent from im portant sea areas in 
our line of com m unications though 
the planes and the ships have been 
available for five years. 
History shows th a t seapower is 
basic to the transportation of men 
and supplies and for the effective 
use of landpower and airpower at 
the point of trouble. 
W hoever, therefore, scuttled the 
American Navy is responsible for 
today’s debacle having deprived the 
Navy of its status as a “fleet in 
being” recognized for centuries as 
a fundam ental principle of national 
strategy.

The Error Of 
Complacency 
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MATTER OF FACT 
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He Has Been Right Before 
WASHINGTON— 
INSTON 
Churchill’s recent 
speech in the House of Com­ 
mons is curiously sad. It is 
bleak and rather bare, with 
lew of the old flourishes. But it is 
full of the sort of facts which it 
sometimes 
seems 
that 
duly 
a 
Churchill is capable of facing. 
Remorselessly, 
Churchill 
mar­ 
shalls the facts of Western weak­ 
ness in Europe, and Soviet strength: 
twelve divisions against 175; a few 
hundred tanks against more than 
40.000; 
19,000 
modern 
a i r c r a f t 
against a fraction of that number; 
S. Seeligson, aged 24, scion of one — reduced naval strength against a 
of the wealthiest oil families in 
Texas. The other day, Seeligson, 
Sr., came to Maverick, Sr., and 
urged that young Maverick with­ 
draw from the race. “My boy is 
wealthy and therefore will be an 
honest legislator,” said the elder 
Seeligson. “Furthermore your boy 
will be drafted, and my boy won t.” 
. . . . Young Maverick refused to 
budge. He has already served four 
years in the Marines in the South 
Pacific and will serve again if need­ 
ed. . . . Meanwhile the Seeligson 
family is spending an estimated 
$25,000 to elect its scion, though a 
lot of veterans are chipping in 
voluntarily to help young Maverick. 


ASIATIC UN PRESIDENT—Gen­ 
eral MacArthur has sent Philippine 


submarine fleet far more powerful 
than Hitler’s; and so on. Remorse­ 
lessly, Churchill draws the paral­ 
lel—“the preparations of Western 
Union 
to defend 
itself 
certainly 
stand on a far lower level than 
those of South Korea. 
The substance of Churchill’s esti­ 
mate of the present situation is that 
“there is at present no effective de­ 
fense in Western Europ° beyond 
the Channel,” and that England it­ 
self is in greater danger than in 
the worst days of 1940. Churchill 
does not spell out the meaning of 
this situation to the United States. 
But its meaning is clear enough. 
For the first time this country 
faces the prospect, in case of a 
general war. of almost the whole 
world outside the Western Hem­ 


isphere 
either 
actively 
united 
against us, or, like England, neu­ 
tralized and rendered powerless to 
help. This is an intolerable situa­ 
tion. for the United States as well 
as for Europe. The first question 
which must now be asked is how 
long this intolerable situation is 
likely to last. 
Now Facing Reality 


Although the problem of the de­ 
fense of the Atlantic community 
has in no essential way been af­ 
fected by the attack on Korea, it 
is at least true that since Korea all 
the sham plans for Atlantic de-. 
fense 
have 
been 
hurriedly 
and 
rather 
shame-facedly 
discarded. 
New plans, based on the realities of 
the situation rather than comfort­ 
ing delusions, are now being de­ 
vised, while the Atlantic Commun­ 
ity is beginning to embark on a 
serious rearmament program. 
Yet 
the 
terrible 
situation 
so 
bleakly described by Churchill will 
not be altered overnight. No firm 
plans and estimates have yet been 
made. But as of today it is the best 
guess of the best planners that turo 
full 
years 
from 
now—in 
August 
1952—there will be no more than 
thirty-five ready divisions, British, 
American and Continental, to set 
against the 175 mobilized divisions 
of the Red Army. And even this 
estimate is based on the assump­ 
tion that the standby arms plants

rving C. Mondore. w riting to the 
Syracuse Post-Standard on June 
21. says: 
“Personally, I 
am 
going to 
drink w ater—even if I hear th a t 
Russians drink it; I am going to 
breathe air—even if the Russians 
breathe air; and I am going to be 
for peace—even if the Russians are 
for peace!” 
Four days later, the war was sta rt­ 
ed in Korea by Soviet Russia and 
our boys are being killed there now. 
Mr. Mondore is no great excep­ 
tion to the incorrect conclusions 
reached on historical subjects in 
this country during the past three 
decades. I t is thinking in generalities 
rath er th a n frcm known and avail­ 
able data. 
It is perhaps the pro­ 
duct of quick and small doses, beau­ 
tifully illustrated, 
th at 
keeps so 
m any of our folks from going to 
source m aterial. This type of th in k ­ 
ing. 
in the easy m anner, is not 
limited to sm all and busy people 
who have little time from their 
daily stints to give to great sub­ 
jects. It has been a characteristic of 
m any of our leaders who seem to 
have dwelt in a rom antic atm os­ 
phere of hopelessness th a t the worst 
could not happen 
and therefore 
would not. 


The reason for this is that 
we run too much to slogans, to 
short, crisp phrases that sound 
so 
wonderful 
and mean so 
little. The 
advertising agency 
is perhaps most responsible for 
this habit. “Your best friend 
won’t tell you" may help to sell 
what it is intended to sell, but 
it does not help understand why 
the Slavo-Mongolian world * is 
succeeding so far in its tremen­ 
dous impulse to destroy West­ 
ern Christian civilization. 
Peace is good and war is bad. 
On that 
there can be 
universal 
agreem ent, except that peace al­ 
ways needs to be defined. There 
is the peace, for instance, that pass- 
eth all understanding and it goes 
by the name of death. It has never 
been true, since 1917, that Soviet 
Russia has desired peace. In fact, 
peace campaigns instigated by So­ 
viet Russia over the years have been 
sloganized perversions of a war­ 
like character. 
For instance, the 
League against War and Fascism, 
an international arm of Soviet Rus­ 
sia, was an intervention in the af­ 
fairs of the United States, designed 
to weaken this country’. In 1939, 
when the Hitler-Stalin A dance was 
formed, this league became an in­ 
strument of Naz i propaganda in 
the guise of peace. Its strongest 
propaganda instrument, when World 
War II started, was the slogan: 


“The Yanks are not coming.” 


Peace movements need to be 
watched closely because they are 
often Trojan Horse operations 
designed to weaken the will of 
a people to resist conquest. In 
any war effort, the main ob­ 
jective of an aggressor Is to 
destroy the will to resist of the 
country he intends to destroy. 
What better weapon 
can be 
used, in this age of quick and 
emphatic expression in news­ 
papers and radio, to achieve 
such an end than to start a 
widespread peace m o v e m e n t 
which in no manner affects him 
but does weaken his enemy? For 
Instance, the present world-wide 
peace effort seeks to limit the 
military potential of the United 
States while it places upon So­ 
viet Russia no limitations. 


T his Soviet Russia sought to ac 
complish w ith 
the 
petition, th 
Stockholm Pledge, widely signed ii 
this country by prom inent nam e J 
This actually is nothing more thai 
a public relations m ovem ent to cre­ 
ate and accelerate public opftniod 
against the use of the atomic borr.’q 
by the U nited States, even in sell 
defense. 
Many who sinned th a t document 
thought th a t they were appending 
their nam es in support of peace, 
have a letter from a young lady, 2C 
years old, a student a t a collen el 
who writes m e: 
“ • • . I am terribly upset by you: 
statem ents, on last night’s b roaden: 
concerning the 
Stockholm Pledzrl 
Very stupidly, but innocently, 
signed it, about a week ago. There 
are m any idealistic, young peoph 
exactly like me who are doing thi 
same thing. W hat can be done nj 
rectify my blunder, and to preyer \ 
others from doing the same . . 


Naturally, these young people 
want peace. When I was a stu 
dent at Columbia University—it 
seems 
centuries ago—I joined 
the 
Collegiate 
Anti-Militarism 
League. We wanted peace, too. 
Our country wanted peace. How 
much peace has there been since 
1914? Always a new enemy aris­ 
es, a new force that seeks to 
build world empire by force. 


The aggressor 
camouflages h;^ 
intentions w'ith whatever means are 
available to him. And the slogan is 
a means which can do infinite dam­ 
age because it leads astray. The us* 
of good words in a slogan may anc 
often does cover a multitude of baj 
acts. 
No one in the United States 
wanted a war in the summer of 195( 
—but we got one, and our enemy is 
a nation which is still conducting a) 
universal peace movement that con­ 
tinues to fool Americans by its *io-| 
gans.
